Big Ten athletic budgets 
have millions in surpluses, 
enough to give players 
stipends—or more

Like a five-star high school recruit in his se- 
nior year, college athletics is at a crossroads. 
Pressure from current players, former play- 
ers and lawsuits means a system of paying 
college students to play sports finally is get- 
ting serious attention. 

Those pushing to pay athletes argue that 
schools—and their coaches and administra- 
tors—take in billions while the students them- 
selves are left with nothing. The NCAA and 
school officials steadfastly have rejected that 
argument, saying most schools can’t afford to 
pay students and doing so could tarnish the 
principle that players are students first. 

But the contentious philosophical debate 
also leads to some basic math questions. 
Could schools afford to pay their athletes, 
and how much? 


An examination by the Tribune of athletic 
department budgets over the past five years 
for Big Ten Conference schools shows that 
they generate tens of millions of dollars in 
operating surpluses. 

The review found that many of the schools 
could compensate players beyond just the 
value of a scholarship if they dipped into their 
year-end surplus: They could afford some form 
of payment to members of the men’s basket- 
ball and football teams, which are revenue- 
generating sports, and could even cover certain 
extra costs for all scholarship athletes. 

Financial reports submitted to the NCAA 
were available for 10 of the 12 conference 
teams over five years and showed a wide varia- 
tion among schools for cash flow, including 
losses in some years, but also large surpluses — 
the highest being $23.3 million for the Univer- 
sity of Michigan athletic department in 2012. 
(Northwestern, a private school, declined to 
share data, and public records laws don’t re- 
quire Penn State to disclose such information.) 

A closer look at the 2012-13 school year, the 
most recent period for which all 10 schools’ 


chools could afford to pay 


data was available, showed all but Purdue re- 
ported year-end surpluses. 

Eight of the schools could afford to pro- 
vide football and men’s basketball players 
the extra $2,000 to $5,000 a year associated 
with collegiate incidental expenses—costs 
that are not included in the free tuition and 
housing currently given scholarship athletes. 
Those eight institutions also would have 
enough money in their surpluses if the full 
cost of attendance was expanded to cover 
all full-ride equivalent scholarships in both 
women’s and men’s sports; the schools typi- 
cally award at least 250, which can be shared 
among multiple athletes. 

The financial reports also show that seven 
of those schools could pay their men’s bas- 
ketball and football players annual amounts 
of $7,500 —a figure that mirrors what some 
minor league baseball players earn as they 
try to reach the majors. That would be in ad- 
dition to tuition and housing. 

These seven schools also could afford to 
pay those players $15,800 a year or the equiv- 
alent of a minimum wage based on year- 


round employment. That does not include 
the University of Illinois at Champaign. 

Should colleges turn to a pay system for its 
top athletes, it’s unclear how such a system 
would be crafted. 

But covering incidental expenses such as 
cellphone bills, extra food and transporta- 
tion has been a starting point for some in 
this debate because it is intended to fill in 
the gaps for students’ real-world college ex- 
perience. NCAA President Mark Emmert 
even made an unsuccessful effort in 2011 to 
provide a $2,000 stipend to athletes. 

“They could afford to pay stipends, maybe 
even to all student-athletes on scholarship,” 
said Matt Mitten of the National Sports 
Law Institute at the Marquette University 
Law School, who has studied the economics 
of college athletics. “If you took at the Big 
Ten, they’re generating very substantial rev- 
enue. The real question is how many athletes 
would be getting the stipend.”

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‘Star Wars’ director picks 
Chicago as home for 
his cultural arts center

“Star Wars” creator George Lucas has select- 
ed Chicago over Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco as the future home of his collection of 
art and movie memorabilia, according to a 
spokeswoman for the museum. 

The museum’s board is expected to vote on 
aname change—from the Lucas Cultural Arts 
Museum to the Lucas Museum of Narrative 
Art—and new destination location Wednes- 
day. 

Pending approval by the Chicago Plan 
Commission, Lucas’ institution would be lo- 
cated on parking lots between Soldier Field 
and McCormick Place and would open in 
2018. Architectural renderings will be pre- 
sented to city officials in early fall, according 
to astatement from the museum. 

The decision to select Chicago reflects 
both a bungling of the billionaire’s legacy 
project by the board of a national park in San 
Francisco as well as an aggressive lobbying ef- 
fort by Mayor Emanuel. 


“I am humbled to be joining such an ex- 
traordinary museum community and to be 
creating the museum in a city that has a long 
tradition of embracing the arts and architec- 
ture,” Lucas said in a statement. He added, 
“Choosing Chicago is the right decision for 
the museum, but a difficult decision for me 
personally because of my strong per- 
sonal and professional roots inthe Bay #7 
Area.” . 

Lucas declined an interview 
request through a spokes- 
woman. 

The 70-year-old film- 
maker is a native of 
Modesto, Calif., but he 
built his career in San 
Francisco. He never 
made a movie in Holly- 
wood. He recently mar- 
ried a Chicagoan, Ariel 
Investments President Mel- 
lody Hobson, and lives here 
part-time. 

The museum will house a collection 
that includes valuable Norman Rockwell 
paintings, examples of the special effects he 
pioneered at Industrial Light & Magic, and

memorabilia such as Darth Vader’s costume. 
The works are all wrapped around the 
theme of storytelling. Many pieces, such as 
Lucas’ collection of magazine illustrations, 
predate the arrival of moving pictures, televi- 
sion and radio, said Laurie Norton Moffatt, 
chief executive officer of the Norman Rock- 

well Museum, who is advising Lucas. 
“It’s still an emerging and growing 
collection,” she said. Among the 
more modern items, she noted 
that Lucas “has an extraor- 
dinary collection of movie 
posters. I think he has the 
largest collection in the 

world.” 

According to a source, 
two factors weighed in 
Chicago’s favor. 

One was that the city 

draws far more tourists 

than San Francisco. Chi- 

cago set a record in 2012 with 

46.37 million visitors while the city 

of San Francisco attracted 16.51 million vis- 

itors that year, according to the San Francisco 
Travel Association.

“I just got off the phone with George Lu- 
cas and Mellody Hobson to thank them for 
choosing Chicago, the most American of 
American cities,” Emanuel said at a news con- 
ference Tuesday. “With this new museum, the 
Lucas Museum, we have a tremendous oppor- 
tunity in the city of Chicago, as they partner 
with the schools throughout the city of Chi- 
cago and make a tremendous investment in 
the city.”

Man charged with buying 
guns for illegal resale

A South Side man was arrested Tuesday on 
charges he participated in an Indiana gun-buy- 
ing spree—in a case highlighted by the Tribune 
to illustrate how firearms sold in other states 
end up on Chicago’s streets. 

Winston Geralds, 24, also known by the 
street name “Worm,” turned himself in to 
authorities Tuesday afternoon at the Dirksen 
US. Courthouse, where he pleaded not guilty 
to a six-count indictment returned by a federal 
grand jury last month. 

Geralds, who is the son of a longtime Cook 
County sheriff’s police officer, was accused 
of traveling to Indiana in 2012 with convicted 
firearms trafficker David “Big Man” Lewisbey 
and buying at least 43 high-powered weapons 
from gun dealers for illegal resale in some of 
Chicago’s most violent neighborhoods, ac- 
cording to court records. 

At a brief court appearance Tuesday, Geralds 
stood in a black Nike hooded sweatshirt and 
answered softly when U.S. Magistrate Judge 
Geraldine Soat Brown asked if he understood 
the charges. Prosecutors said they wanted Ger- 
alds jailed pending trial, alleging he was a risk 
of flight and a danger to the community. The 
judge ordered Geralds held pending a deten- 
tion hearing on Friday. 

Prosecutors previously have said that Lew- 
isbey delivered nearly four dozen guns in a 
48-hour period to Levaine Tanksley, who had 
ties to a Chicago street gang. Tanksley and 
two other co-defendants then sold the guns 
to a government informant, making a profit of 
more than $20,000. 

According to the charges announced Tues- 


day, Geralds participated in each of the gun 
transactions with Lewisbey. One of the weap- 
ons eventually was sold to Maurice Strickland, 
26, a felon who lived in a residence in the 6800 
block of South Langley Avenue where Tanksley 
dealt firearms, prosecutors said. 

Strickland was charged last month with il- 
legally possessing a firearm and is being held 
without bond while awaiting trial, prosecutors 
said. 

A front-page story last year in the Tribune 
focused on the case as illustrating the tidal 
wave of illegal guns confronting Chicago po- 
lice. 

Last month, the newspaper detailed how 
many of the guns sold by Lewisbey—a former 
college football player with no serious criminal 
history —quickly turned up at crime scenes. 

One gun was used in a double shooting just 
weeks after Lewisbey purchased it, then recov- 
ered by police last summer at a different crime 
scene where a gang member allegedly used it to 
spray nine bullets at rivals in a South Chicago 
neighborhood. Another turned up in a search 
of a reputed Gangster Disciple’s home, while 
a third was found during a police pat-down of 
two suspected gang members loitering outside 
a South Side elementary school. 

In sentencing Lewisbey to nearly 17 years in 
prison last month, US. District Judge Ronald 
Guzman said the case was a perfect example of 
“how the guns get onto the streets of the city 
of Chicago, into the hands of gangbangers who 
then shoot them and kill people with them.” 

Tanksley, 29, of Chicago, was sentenced ear- 
lier this year to 11 years behind bars. Two other 
co-defendants have also been convicted.

State legislator’s attorneys 
claim fraud charges unfair

Lawyers for state Rep. LaShawn Ford have 
accused federal authorities of indicting the 
West Side legislator on bank fraud charges 
because of his status as an African-Ameri- 
can politician. 

In a motion filed last week asking 
US. District Judge Rebecca Pallmeyer to 
dismiss the charges, Ford’s attorneys said 
authorities singled him out for prosecution 
for political reasons. The filing cited an in- 
ternal FBI report from May 2011—more 
than a year before Ford was charged—that 
was labeled as a political corruption inves- 
tigation targeting Ford, even though there 
were no allegations Ford used his office as 
part of the fraud. 

The filing also alleged prosecutors de- 
cided not to charge anyone else involved 
with the 2010 collapse of ShoreBank—a 
longtime inner-city lender where prosecu- 
tors say Ford obtained loans fraudulently — 
even though the only difference between 


him and other customers was the fact that 
he had been elected to serve in Springfield. 

“But for [Ford’s} status as an elected of- 
ficial—and perhaps more specifically as 
an African-American Illinois state politi- 
cian—the grand jury would never have been 
asked to return this indictment in the first 
instance,” Ford’s attorney, Thomas Antho- 
ny Durkin, wrote. 

In a response this week, prosecutors 
called the allegations “meritless,” arguing 
it’s legitimate to consider a person’s status 
as a public official when deciding whether 
to charge a case. 

“Were the defendant’s legal theory em- 
braced, public officials charged with crimes 
could challenge the government’s motives 
and conceivably immunize themselves from 
prosecution if the government gave any 
consideration to their status in deciding 
whether to prosecute,” the filing stated. 

Prosecutors also said that unlike with 
Ford, there was no evidence any other 


ShoreBank customers had “participated in 
an equivalent scheme to defraud that the 
government could prove beyond a reason- 
able doubt.” 

Ford, a Democrat serving a fourth term in 
the 8th House District, was charged in 2012 
with fraudulently obtaining $373,500 in ad- 
vances from a line of credit at ShoreBank to 
rehabilitate six depressed real estate prop- 
erties on the West Side. The indictment 
alleged Ford used some of that money to 
pay personal expenses, including car loans, 
credit cards, mortgages, campaign costs and 
payments to a Hammond, Ind., casino. His 
trial is scheduled for August. 

Reached by telephone Tuesday, Ford said 
the charges were simply “a misjudgment of 
character.” 

“I’m disappointed to learn that there is 
evidence I was targeted,” Ford said. “It’s re- 
ally clear to me that if I wasn’t an elected of- 
ficial, I probably wouldn’t have been in any 
trouble.”

A 37-year-old man on parole for robbery 
is accused of stealing and trying to guzzle 
down a $92 bottle of Patron tequila he’d 
taken from a Gold Coast area restaurant 
Monday afternoon, police said. 

Jhoshun Lyles, 37, entered Devon 
Seafood restaurant, 39 E. Chicago Ave.

Staffers then heard the “distinct sound 
of the bar door open and shut” and saw 
that one bottle of tequila was missing. 

When Lyles re-appeared from the 
washroom, so did a “distinct aroma” of 
tequila, the report said. Staffers asked 
him what happened to the bottle and he 
told them he was “sorry” and would pay 
for it but fled the restaurant with a foam 
cup filled with tequila, shoving a worker 
who was trying to block him. 

A good Samaritan and police followed 
him into a lobby of a residential build- 
ing, where he hid behind a coat rack 
startling a woman who works at the desk 
and causing an officer to aim his service 
weapon at him, the report said. 

The “soaked” Lyles was placed into 
custody at 2:35 p.m. 

Lyles, of the 11500 block of South 
Morgan Street in West Pullman, was 
charged with felony robbery, and was or- 
dered held in lieu of $100,000 bail.

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By Andy Downing | For REDEYE 
hough FinleyKnight only recently 
released its self-titled debut, the 
principal musicians in the band 
already have been making music 
together in some form or another for more 
than two decades. 

It helps, of course, that brothers John, 28, 
and Connor, 26, Detjen formed their first 
band when Connor was just 6 years old, per- 
forming a one-off, one-song concert to mark 
their aunt’s 30th birthday.

John Detjen: {Laughs.} I think that might be 
a twin thing. As a brother duo, we’ve real- 
ized not always seeing eye to eye is a big part 
of the creative process. When we both have 
strong opinions and even opposite opinions, 
we’re showing each other new ideas, and 
we're finding that’s what the music comes 
from in lots of different ways. 


Is there any sibling rivalry between you?

Ed Sheeran’s new album grew out of a ques- 
tion: What if James Taylor made a club re- 
cord? 

That’s what the young British singer-song- 
writer said Pharrell Williams asked while the 
two were working on “Sing,” the lead single 
from Sheeran’s “x.” Then, Sheeran recalled, 
the rainmaking pop producer made a predic- 
tion: “People would go nuts for it.” 

Nuts is precisely what people have gone 
for “Sing,” Sheeran’s biggest hit to date and 
a track he said was modeled on the crackling 
soul-funk sound of Justin Timberlake’s solo 
debut, “Justified.” The single helped drive “x” 
to No. 1 on the iTunes chart as soon as the al- 
bum was released Monday. 

The anticipated follow-up to Sheeran’s 
2o11 debut, “+” (call the records “plus” and 
“multiply”), “x” reflects that rise to pop star- 
dom, which also included a stint opening for 
his friend Taylor Swift. But “x” also seeks to 
preserve the thoughtful-misfit vibe that won 
Sheeran his most ardent admirers. 

“T have weird tattoos and weird hair—T’ma 
weird person,” he said. “And I don’t think I’ve 
lost that yet.” 

He described the studio experience as one 
of trial and error, recalling a session with Wil- 
liams where he turned down the producer’s 
first nine ideas. Finally, he allowed Williams 
(who oversaw much of Timberlake’s “Justi- 
fied”) to persuade him to try writing over the 
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Ed Sheeran: Pop’s 
thoughtful misfit 


a 


beat that became “Sing.” 

“He was like, ‘People enjoy listening to 
your music, but you don’t have anything that 
makes them want to dance,’ ” Sheeran said. “I 
figured there wasn’t any harm in trying it.” 

“Ed is a process guy,” Williams said. “That’s 
where you see his attention and his diligence 
go, into the singing and playing. He doesn’t 
care about the paint job—he cares about the 
motor.” 

Yet Sheeran also is closely attuned to the 
realities of his business. He spoke with obvi- 
ous knowledge about how many people he 
played to—and how many of his records they 
bought—while on the road with Swift. He 
talked about the difficulty of getting a ballad 
on Top 40 radio when the format is already 
playing someone else’s (“There’s only ever a 
slot for one,” he said). 

And though “x” expands his sound con- 
siderably, he insisted he has no immediate 
plans to ramp up his live show, which consists 
of Sheeran, his acoustic guitar and a bank of 
looping pedals he operates with his feet. The 
stripped-down presentation distinguishes 
him from flashier acts, he reasoned, and it 
helps keeps costs down. 

He’s equally forthright about his ambition 
for the new album and its world tour, which is 
scheduled for Sept. 16 at Allstate Arena. “I’m 
on the right trajectory,” he said, adding that 
stadium shows like those Swift plays are “defi- 
nitely the next step.”

where. This is a stepping stone 
to the next thing.” 
Mujica’s overaccentuated 


walk, head turns and slow blinking as a robot 
named “Iverson” (via the company he was 
made by) make the price of one ticket worth 
it alone. But luckily, there are dozens more 
to hang your hat on, too: a personified Pluto 
sharing its thoughts now that it’s no longer 

a planet, a woman who refuses to get into a 
lifeboat because she would rather dance as 
the Titanic is sinking and a business owner 
giving a pitch on sons pledging a sexual purity 
promise to their mothers. 

While a live show always needs its fair 
share of peaks and valleys, a few sketches fell 
far lower than I anticipated. Think scenes 
that felt “Saturday Night Live”-long, when 
you're hoping the lights will dim and the 
cast will move onto the next thing. A literal 
beekeeper so obsessed with his little friends 
that he actually houses them in his home and 
an office full of co-workers terrified of being 
fired are two scenes that felt fresh in concept 
but fell flat in script and implementation. 
And on Saturday night, a couple improvised 
scenes didn’t quite land, with audience mem- 
bers sitting still with smiles just waiting for a 
punchline that never came. 

The ridiculousness bounces off the walls all 
evening but aligns neatly by the end. In true 
Second City fashion, the cast tosses a cherry 
on top just before you walk out the door, 
bringing the “insignificant” theme full circle.

TV star’s ‘Maiden’ 
voyage to Chicago

With its sadly timeless themes of political tyr- 
anny, the fragility of democracy and the inter- 
section of political and personal abuse, Ariel 
Dorfman’s drama “Death and the Maiden” 
certainly feels ripe for revival. In New York, if 
you were to attempt such a revival on Broad- 
way today, you'd surely need a star in the cen- 
tral role of Paulina, long a favorite of top-tier 
actors and a character whose past includes 
torture and whose present, she fears, might 
well include her torturer. You’d need a name 
like, oh, Sandra Oh, the Canadian actress 
who, for a decade, has played Cristina Yang 
on the ABC drama “Grey’s Anatomy.” 

In Chicago, though, that necessity would 
not apply. Although it happens from time to 
time, big stars don’t generally show up at the 
city’s nonprofit houses, which are not known 
for making performers rich or even offering 
the publicity that accompanies a nice, limited 
run on Broadway. 

Nonetheless, Oh opened in Chay Yew’s 
production of “Death and the Maiden” last 
weekend at the Victory Gardens Theater in 
Chicago, having just quit “Grey’s Anatomy.” 
Oh has known Yew, the artistic director of 
Victory Gardens, since the two met in Los 
Angeles theater circles. 

“You really can’t do a play between a network 
schedule,” said Oh, who made the decision to 
leave “Grey’s Anatomy” after the roth season. 
It was, she said, entirely her decision, despite 
the medical drama offering “an unbelievable 
opportunity to explore 10 years of a character.” 

“Imagine what that’s like for an actor,” she 
said. “You don’t have to imagine any back 
story. You don’t have to imagine, say, the time 
your character was unfaithful. You remember 
it happening. And you get to work with the 
same cast and crew for year after year. I was 
really, really happy to be a part of all that.” 

So she just quit? 

“I thought, well, I have to leave, because I 
have to go and do this play in Chicago.” 

An actress leaves a hit TV show that has 
been going gangbusters for a decade to do a 
play at a midsize Chicago theater? That’s one 
crazy sacrifice, you'd think, even if it seems 
possible that the show would have legs that 
stretched to Broadway (not that anybody is 
talking about that). 

‘A sacrifice? Not really,” Oh said, smiling. 
“Not when it’s all part of moving on. I felt

Io years was enough. And ‘Death and the 
Maiden’ is a very deep play. I feel a very big 
responsibility doing this in Chicago. If you are 
not completely there emotionally, it’s hard to 
find the beats, the glue of the character and 
the complexity of the work.” 

Oh may be a TV star, but she has training 
and a background in live theater, mostly on 
the West Coast, where she has been living. She 
is, she says, an inveterate taker of classes, con- 
stantly studying her craft. “You know,” she said, 
“TV is wonderful, but it’s a medium that con- 
stantly breaks your heart. It has made me crave 
the process of theater. The theater uses differ- 
ent muscles. It is about filling your whole body.”

‘Murasaki Baby’ 


Playing characters 
who are more like us

Is it possible to hold hands with a video game 
character? That is, in many ways, a ridiculous 
question, but is one posed by the developers 
of “Murasaki Baby.” 

Players are asked to guide an infant through 
a world fashioned out of a childhood night- 
mare, where safety pins are transformed into 
deadly birds and wooden ducks are one’s last 
refuge to safety. 

“Murasaki Baby” isn’t the next big thing. A 
small team in northern Italy from a company 
called Ovosonico currently is putting the fin- 
ishing touches on the game with ambitions 
to reshape the way we connect with virtual 
characters. But it’s not exactly a fringe title 
either—Sony will publish it this fall for Play- 
Station Vita. 

Smaller, more independently minded games 
have been providing players with new experi- 
ences and adventurous characters. There is, for 
instance, the cat in Infinite Fall’s forthcoming 
“Night in the Woods,” a human-like feline who 
is struggling to reconnect with old friends. Or 
the more abstract protagonist of Capybara’s 
yet-to-be-released “Below,” a sword-and-sor- 
cery wanderer who sometimes sounds like a 
male—and sometimes sounds like a female. 

Such freedom of choice and emotional 
depth have become the norm for independent 
games. It’s even evident in the just-released 
arcade-style game “Super Time Force,” where 
one cycles through a cast of outlandish human 
and dinosaur characters every few seconds, 
and in this summer’s “Lifeless Planet,” where 
alonely astronaut wanders a deserted outpost. 

When asked why his studio chose a little 
girl for “Murasaki Baby,” Ovosonico’s co- 


founder Gianni Ricciardi shot back with an 
even better question: “Why not?” 

Still, when “Murasaki Baby” was shown 
recently at E3, it did appear to be an odd- 
ity among the event’s other offerings. Floor 
space was dominated by pavilions that offered 
glimpses of the latest updates to muscled 
franchises such as “Call of Duty,” “Assassin’s 
Creed,” “Battlefield” and “Batman: Arkham.” 
When illustrator Scott Benson was trying to 
discuss his “Night in the Woods” and its main 
character—a cat who has meaning-of-life con- 
versations with his old pals—he was drowned 
out by the melodramatic warfare on display in 
the latest “Metal Gear” trailer. 

Although the convention has always em- 
phasized such testosterone-laden, special- 
effects bonanzas, this year’s event started to 
give way to a new sensation: fatigue. 

Why aren't the range and breadth of char- 
acters in indie games evident in top-shelf 
games from major studios—and why must 
nearly every top-shelf game feature an angry 
white male? 

When faced with this line of questioning, 
Ubisoft Montreal found itself at the center of 
a controversy during the June 10-12 confer- 
ence. Developers said in interviews at E3 that 
the four-player team mode of the upcoming 
“Assassin’s Creed Unity” would not feature fe- 
male characters because of the added produc- 
tion work crafting dual genders would entail. 

The topic suddenly became the focus of the 
media at E3, and Ubisoft ultimately released a 
statement pledging continued “diversity in our 
playable characters.” “We’re trying to expand 
to be more diverse and less cliche,” Ubisoft 
CEO Yves Guillemot said at a news event.

For most of the past two decades, Justin 
Theroux has dwelled happily in the Hol- 
lywood sweet spot between obscurity and 
mainstream celebrity. The multi-hyphenate 
stayed busy with roles in projects as varied as 
the frothy action flick “Charlie’s Angels: Full 
Throttle” and the lofty miniseries “John Ad- 
ams” while forging a second career as one of 
the industry’s most in-demand screenwriters. 

Then—and don’t pretend you don’t know 
this already—Theroux suddenly became a 
paparazzi magnet when he got engaged to a 
little-known actress by the name of Jennifer 
Aniston. 

But the new series “The Leftovers,” pre- 
miering Sunday on HBO, finds Theroux in 
uncharted territory as a leading man. The dra- 
ma from “Lost” creator Damon Lindelof and 
based on Tom Perrotta’s novel of the same 
name takes place three years after 2 percent 
of the world’s population spontaneously van- 
ished in an unexplained cataclysm. The event, 
with strong 9/11 overtones, seems too random 
to qualify as the Rapture yet is devastating 
enough to have left survivors reeling. 

Theroux plays Kevin Garvey, the chief of 
police in a fictional New York suburb where a 
mysterious cult-like group has taken hold, and 
a family man struggling to rein in his angsty 
teenage daughter. 

“I’m more of a character actor in a way,” 
says Theroux, 42. An unusually eclectic re- 
sume supports that claim. In his early years 
in New York, the Washington, D.C., native 


primarily made his living as a painter but 
switched to acting full time after starring in a 
well-received off-Broadway show about Bea- 
tles manager Brian Epstein. 

He says he’s avoided being pigeonholed 
only because he’s “terrible about making cal- 
culated choices” about his career. “It’s served 
me well to be more fluid in my approach—just 
to do the next thing that makes you happy 
and is satisfying.” 

Despite his growing reputation as one of 
the industry’s brightest comedic talents, in 
person there are few flashes of the caustic 
wit that brought us “Tropic Thunder’s” infa- 
mous “Never go full retard” speech. Likewise, 
despite his rebellious affectations—preter- 
naturally black hair, a Dead Kennedys T-shirt, 
Doc Martens with red laces—Theroux comes 
across as highly disciplined. He shows up ear- 
ly, has a tendency to break his sentences down 
into lettered bullet points and his major vice 
appears to be a compulsive Nicorette habit. 

In this sense, playing a stoic Everyman type 
in “The Leftovers”—a character whose emo- 
tional journey Theroux likens to a “washing 
machine on spin cycle that just starts to be- 
come unbalanced” —may not be as much of a 
stretch as it seems. 

“It’s a very hard part because he’s not a 
character who talks in these grandiose terms 
about his interior emotional life,” showrun- 
ner Lindelof says. “He’s not diagnosed with 
lung cancer and dealing meth, or some kind 
of corrupt cop who goes around beating 
people up.”

‘Idol’ judges, Seacrest 
will return for Season 14

“American Idol” may not be the ratings pow- 
erhouse it once was, but for now, its star 
power remains: Fox has announced that cur- 
rent judges Jennifer Lopez, Keith Urban 
and Harry Connick Jr. will be returning for 
Season 14, as will host Ryan Seacrest. 

“Tt am thrilled our consummate host, 
Mr. Ryan Seacrest, is returning for Season 
14, together with Jennifer, Harry and Keith,” 
“American Idol” creator and executive produc- 
er Simon Fuller said Monday in a statement. 

For its 12th season, “American Idol” re- 
placed Lopez, Randy Jackson and Steven Ty- 
ler with three new judges: country star Urban 
plus the toxic duo of Mariah Carey and Nicki 
Minaj. The undisguised hostility between the 
two divas proved to be ratings poison, with 
the show’s average numbers declining by a 
whopping 23 percent. 


Producers made a big deal of rejiggering 
“American Ido!” for its 13th incarnation, bring- 
ing Lopez back to the fold and hiring nice guy 
Harry Connick Jr. as a judge. The kinder re- 
tooling may have won “American Idol” some 
praise from the critics, but it didn’t stop the 
show from hitting an all-time ratings low, with 
just 10.2 million viewers tuning in for the fi- 
nale May 21. 

“American Idol” producers seem to be bet- 
ting that it’s safer to stick with a formula that 
kinda-sorta works rather than subjecting 
the program to yet another face-lift, and it’s 
not hard to understand why: As indicated by 
the soft premiere of ABC’s “Rising Star” on 
Sunday, the demise of “The X Factor” this 
year and the already-dwindling numbers for 
NBC's “The Voice,” viewers are apparently 
growing weary of singing competition shows, 
so why bother with more gimmicks?

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N. Korea denounces Franco-Rogen movie

Perhaps it was only a matter of time before 
James Franco found himself in the middle of 
an international incident. 

The multi-hyphenate actor and provoca- 
teur’s upcoming comedy, “The Interview,” 
about the attempted assassination of North 
Korean dictator Kim Jong Un, has been blast- 
ed by Pyongyang. 

A spokesperson for the regime told the 
Telegraph that the movie “shows the despera- 
tion of the US. government and American 
society.” 

Co-starring Seth Rogen and set for release 
Oct. 10 from Sony, “The Interview” tells the 
story of a talk-show host and his producer 
who score an interview with the elusive auto- 
crat (played by Randall Park), only to be asked 
by the CIA to use the opportunity to kill him. 
Slapstick intrigue ensues. 

Kim Myong Chol, executive director of the 
Centre for North Korea-US. Peace and an 
unofficial spokesman for the North Korean 
regime, doesn’t find the pitch so amusing. 

‘A film about the assassination of a foreign 


leader mirrors what the US. has done in Af- 
ghanistan, Iraq, Syria and Ukraine,” he said. 
“And let us not forget who killed [President 
John F.} Kennedy— Americans.” 

He enigmatically added, “In fact, President 
Obama should be careful in case the U.S. mili- 
tary wants to kill him as well.” 

Like his late father, Kim Jong II, Kim Jong 
Un is believed to be a fan of Western movies. 
The elder Kim was a noted film buff who re- 
portedly owned more than 20,000 video cas- 
settes and DVDs and wrote several treatises 
on cinema. 

In recent years, however, Hollywood mov- 
ies have not been flattering in their portrayal 
of the rogue nation. James Bond was tortured 
there in 2002’s “Die Another Day,” Trey Park- 
er and Matt Stone’s “Team America: World 
Police” lampooned Kim Jong II in 2004, and 
the 2012 remake of “Red Dawn” saw North 
Korean invaders repelled by a band of plucky 
teenagers. 

Despite the subject matter of “The Inter- 
view,” Kim Myong Chol said the North Ko- 
rean leader probably would watch the movie.
